After Geneva 


ITH the Geneva talks on 

Indo-China ull but over 
it might be the impression 
of many that M. Mendes- 
France, having achieved his 
atm of peace in 30 days, is 
now to be rewarded with a 
well-earned rest, that his 
troubles, In short are over, 
This in no for from the 
truth that it {4 tempting to 
exaggerate the magnitude 
of work still to be done to 
emphaalao the task ahead. 
Outside of all the wor 
associated =owith — bringing 
the seven-yeara war in Indo- 
China to an end, and the 
preparation of Vietnam for 
elections, M. Mendes-France 
has to yuide his Assembly 
into voting on the rati- 
fication of the contentious 
E.D.C. treaty, And the 
European situation has 
altered appreciably since M. 
Laniel faced the same 
prospect «a month ago. 
Justifiably Hritain and 
American have tired of 
French procrastination and 
have determined that the 
Issue should be brought to a 
head immediately, The ulti 
matum they have mado is 
that unleas France decides 
to ratify the treaty by 
August 16, Britain and 
America will declare the 
Bonn Conventions in force, 
thus ending the occupation 
of Germany without walling 
for the E.D.C. to be ratified. 
Previously it had been de- 
cided that the Bonn Con- 
ventions were to come into 
force only after the ratl- 
flealion of E.D.C, by all six 
signatory-nations. 


HE Western “ultimatum” 
(if it can be deseribed as 
such) to France is not only | 
aimed at jolting that 
country out of ite dilatori- 
ness; it is a recognition by 
Britain nnd the West that 
the present occupation of 
Germany canuot be con- 
{inued much longer without 
compromising the political 
position of Dr Adenauer. 
Coupled with the question 
of sovereignty is the 
question of West German 
rearmament. Dr Adenauer, 
realising that sovereignty 
will entail the evacugtion of 
the Allied occupation 
forces, fully understands 
the need to fll this vacuum, 
But under what conditions 
is Germany to rearm? If 
not ns m member of E£.D.C., 
then as a member of 
N.A.T.0.? Some form of 
reurmument ig essential and 
the only alternative to 
E.D.C.. und N.A.T.O. is to 
permit the formation of a 
national army. The very 
suggestion of this—made 
curlier this month by Dr 
Adenauer—threw Paris into 
a mild hysteria, Supervised 
rearmament of Western 
Germany under the E.D.C. 
would seem the sultable 
compromise. But although 
M. Mendos-France has a 
better chance of securing its 
ratification following his 
Geneva success there is no

In March, 1948, the French 
asked Bao Dal to become chicl 
of state and offered his govern- 
mem “independence within the 
framework of the = French 
Union” In a bid to win popular 
support. 


But still they could not bring

In December 1949, the ecm- 
plexion of the war changed, Mao 
Tee-tung, triumphant Chinese 
Communist leader, overthrew 
the Chinese Nationalists and 
reached the Indo-China border. 
Three thousand tons of supplies 
a month were ferried over the 
border to Ho's men, who grow 
bolder in their sallles against 
French posts. 


In October, 1950, the Viet- 
minh wiped out a line of French 
forts along the Chinese border, 
despite American ald, which 
was beginning to pour in, and 
the remnants of the French 
forces wero in retreat towards 
Hanol, 


France replied by sending ace 
commander General Jean de 
Lottre de Tassigny to Indo- 
China. 

General de Tassigny halted 
the Victminh offensive 25 miles 
fiom Hanoi in January, 1951, 


PILLBOX DEFENCE 


He was unable to win back 
the lost outposts but ringed the 
vital Tonkin “ricebowl"” with a 
chain of concrete plilboxcs. 

He also laid the foundations 
of a Vicinamese national army 
to help French troops, His 
death from cancer in January, 
1952, was a bitter blow to the 
French: 

The new French 
General Henri Navarre, 
ceived the “Navarre Plan.” 

This almed to break the mili- 
tary airength of tho Victminh 
once and for all by forcing 
General Glap into a major battle 
instend of his customary “hit 
and run” tactica. 

But soon efter the beginning 
of the campaigning season last 
October, General Giup forestalled 
him by Infiitrating into Laos and 
Cambodia, the two smaller 
Indo-China states which had 
been largely free of Vietminh 
activity.

When the brawling Australian Rugby League tour of England was reaching 
its somewhat unpleasant conclusion in November, 1952, I earned the displeasure of 
the visitors by having the audacity to accuse them of spolling the tour.

What happened? The white- 
wash brushes wero brought out 
and everyone tried to forget. 
Now, on the, current tour 
to Austmiin, a Britatn-Now 
South Wales game has been 
halted after it had become 
somsthing akin to a disgrace- 
ful dockside free-for-all. 


MUST BE DRASTIC 


There have been previous in- 
cidents in this tour—as 1 always 
feared thera would be — but 
never in the game's history had 
it been necessary for a referee 
to halt a game in such dis- 
‘tressing circumstances in which 
a team labelled Britain was 
operating. 


My report from Sydney says 
that after Britain's Ray Price 
had been sont off for arguing 
with {the referee, two other 
members of the Britlsh team 
were lectured, and. then, a few 
minutes later, both teams clash- 
ed In open fighting with virtual- 
ly all 26 playors Involved, 

New South Wales were lead- 
ing 18-6 against q British team 
which contained only = threo 
players who were victorious in 
the Second Test — and the 
powerful State side was led by 
Australlan skipper Clive Chur- 
chill, who was also captain in 
England in 1952, 

Before this tour began I 
called attention to toughness 
which had been taking placo in 
ordinary League games at home 
and called for drastic ection.

This danger partly 
explains why the federation 1s 
opposed to the election of non- 
unjon workers. 

Another reason is that federa- 
tion officials, who have greater 
experience and etter training, 
see not merely the intcrests and 
needa of the workers of one 
plant but of the whole industry. 

There are numcrcus, examples 
ef union officials on Boards 
supporting schemes fer investing 
in new machinery and fer’ 
erzatlng good working conditicns 
rather than prossing fer bit 
wage demands without securing 
encugh jobs first. 

But, federation officiels ay, 
now that the industry has re-, 
gaine3} much ‘of its pre-war 
capacity the time is sicwly 
approaching when the trade 
unions will. ask the Boards for 
hightr wages. — China Mail 
Speciat. .

It is common ground in the current talks that 
instability of exchange rates would create uneer- 
tainty for traders and so would make nonsense of 


the convertibility exercise. 
The sort of convertibility at which Britain is 


now aiming is a system 


(though also more competition) for traders, sp as 
to give them the best chance to expand trade (they 
being the only people who can do it; governments 


cannot) 


Moreover Britain's main drive 
towards convertibility is by 
reopening and widening the U.K. 
commodity markets, and — its 
success depends on thelr quoting 
the finest dealing margins. Fine 
margins are one of the reasons 
fur the extraordinary success uf 
the London gold) market as 
focon as ft was reopened on 
March 22. The smalier the need 
for exchange rate cover, the 
finer the margins can be.

Early gains nudged most dell-

The government weekly sum-
